The city of Beaufort, the capitalof the 
county ofthe same name, is on Port Koyal, 
or Beaufort, Island. and on an inlet called 
Port Royal River, about fourteen miles from 
the ocean and fifty miles southwest of 
Charleston. It is a station on the Port Royal 
Rallroad and is 108 miles from Augusta, Ga. 
and four miles from Port Royal, the termini 
oftheroad. It hasa harbor, accessi- 
ble to vessels drawing fifteen feet of water. 
Cotton, phosphate of lime and lumber are 
the chief articles of export. One or two 
weekly newspapers were published there. 
Beaufort had one bank and seven churches. 
The — in 1890 was 3,667. 

Beaufort County forms the southern ex- 
tremity of South Carolina, and hasan area 
970 square miles, it is bounded on the south- 
east by the Atlantic Ocean, on the northeast 
by the Courbahee River and on the south- 
west by the Savanvah River. The surface is 
nearly level and . covered with forests. 

Skirting the coast of South Carolina, and 
forming a part of Beaufort County are a 
number of islands which produce the famous 
sea isiand cotton. Some of these islands are 
of considerable size, containing villages, 
and many inhabitants.

ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 1.—The calamity 
which bas befallen Port Royal, Beaufort and 
the little island towns of the South Carolina 
coast is appalling. It isnot exaggeration to 
Place the loss of life by last Sunday's visita- 
tion at 800 to 1, 200. 

Bach day, as the sea gives up its dead, the 
list of the perished grows. The waves last 
night and this morning brought many bodies 
tothe shore. The dead are gathered and 
buried in trenches onthe hilis back of the 
shore. So far there have been over 400 bodies 
80 disposed of, The victims were nearly all 
megroes, as they compose nineteen- 
twentieths of the population. 


Clark Fired Three Times On His Wife 
But Only One of the Bullets Struck

Olark screamed for help and Clark fired two 
more shots, one of which struck her in the 
right side of the neck, passing through the 
neck and piercing a pan which hung upon 
the wall. Mrs. Clark gave a groan and fell 
to the floor, the blood from the wound In the 
neck spouting out over the kitchen and strik- 
ing Clark in the face as he bent over to see if 
she was dead. 
KILLED HIMSELF. 

Thinking she was killed, Clark then went 
into the next room and raising the gun to his 
right temple senta bullet erashing through 
bis Drain. As he fired the shot oneof the 
boarders, C. Lawrence Brun, a Frenchman, 
rushed into the room from tue front room 
of the house, having nad quite a 


difficulty in getting the door between the 
middle and front rooms open, which was 
closed when the shooting starte@. The bul- 
let which Clark had discharged into his brain 
had not in the least affected him, andas 
Brun made a dash for him be raised the re- 
volver to shoot again. Brun grabbed 
the revolver with one hand and put the 
other around Clark’s . n this 
position the pair wrestied for several 
minutes, the blood flowing from the wound 
in Clark’s read like water from a hydrant. 
Clark, however, after several minutes’ 
wrestie dropped weak from loss of biood 
and became unconscious, as Brun fell back 
exhausted from his — with bim. Clark 
being a much larger and more powerful man 
thangBrun. 

Henry Herman, the other boarder with 
Mrs. Clark, arrived about the time that 
Clark fell back un conscious. 

The house where the shooting occurred is 
directly opposite the northend of the Fair 
Grounds, about 100 feet west of Grand av. 
enue and in sight of the Fair Grounds Police 
Station. The police were notified and im- 
mediately telephoned foran ambulance, be- 
lieving both parties dead. 


MRS. CLARK WILL LIVE. 

Dr. H. M. Pierce of 4056 North Grand ave- 
nue was called, and after stopping the flow 
of biood from Mrs. Clark’s wound pro- 
nounced her iagjury not a fatal one, the bul- 
let having missed the vital organs of the 
throat, and did no damage which would 


necessarily cause death, Olark was pro- 
nounced as good as dead by the doctor, and 
died shortly after es conveyed to 
the hospital. Mrs. Clark refused to go to the 
hospital and was allowed to remain. The

BRUN TELLS OF HIS STRUGGLE. 


Mr. Brun who caught the band of Clark 
after he had fired the shot into his brain 
gives a graphic description of the struggle 
between himself and Clark. I don’t iike to 
talk about Clark, said Mr. Brun, ‘*but he 
has been drinking a good deal lately and 
Mrs. Clark couldn't get along with him. 
They were quarreling all thetime. For the 
pasttwo weeks they have been separated 
and this morning, as I understood, he came 
around and insisted on her living with him. 
The first I knew of it was when I 
heard a shriek and then 1 heara 
three shots in quick succession. 
I was in the front room, and as soon 
Icould Iran into the middle room just in 
time to see Clark shoot himselfin the head. 
He yelled at me to keep away and I grabbed 
the hand which held the pistol. s Was a 
big D fellow and 1 must 
have en gifted with unnatural strength 
to hold him, We wrestied all over the room 
andfinally Herman arrived and he fell ex- 
hausted. I thought Mrs. Clark was dead. I 
think Clark was crazy from drink.’’ 

The neighbors about the residence give 
Clark a fairly good reputation except to say 
he was a terror when drinking, being a giant 
in strength and nearly s feet tail. Mrs. Clark 
had bim arrested afew weeks ago for mis- 
treating her, but did not prosecute him. 
Clark was 88 8 old and an American by 
birth. Mrs. ark, while not a handsome 
woman, is well preserved and fairly good 
looking and bears an excellent reputation.

Its average rate ofadvance did not, there- 
fore, exceed eighteen miles per hour, thoagh 
during Monday it traveled more than 300 
miles in twelve hours—a rate of about 
twenty-fve Miles an hour. With 
the latter velocity it ascended and passed 
over the mountains of North Carolina. 
The path of the hurricane continued tobe 
northwesterly, from latitude 23 deg. north, 
longitude 72 deg. west (inthe Atlantic area 
southeast of the Rahamas), until it had 
passed over Savannah, Port Royal and 
Charleston, 

Then the cyclone altered its course and 
moved tothe northward, its vortex appar- 
entiy passing near Pittsburg, when it slowly 
curved tothe northeastward and lost its pow 
er, although high winds prevailed in its track 
until it was lost in the North Atlantic. 

The storm at its inception had a whirling 
motion, and was only about twenty miles in 
diameter. When it struck the coast it began 
to spread out, and when last reported was in 
the shape of an oval twenty miles long by 100 
miles wide. The wind was therefore most 
severe at the first, the highest velocity being 
reported from Charleston, where it was 
ninety-six miles an hour.

The work of clearing the debris has not yet 
commenced. Everybody is assisting in the 
search for the dead. If the town is not en- 
tirely depopulated by the storm and by sur- 
vivors leaving there, it will certainly take a 
yearto rebuild Port Royal, to re-establish 
homes and provide work for laborers, who 
will be indefinitely thrown out of employ- 
ment. Most of the negroes are farm hands, 
and as this year’s crop is destroyed and 
plantations still inundated, their labor will 
not be needed again before spring. 

The loss in property cannot be computed 
now, but it will reach into millions, and 
owing to the meager facilities for gathering 
and transmitting news of any kind from the 
desolated region. no adequate picture of the 
destruction inflicted will be given for some 
days. 

Port Royal is almost blown and washed out 
of existence, while Beaufort, the prettiest 
island town in the Carolinas, is terribiy 
damaged, notwithstanding the tact that it 
stands six miles up the river. 
Many of the residences in the 
town were badly damaged, aud the 


wharves are nearly or quite destroyed. The 
fury of the wind and waves was so great that 
some huge masses of iron used for holding 
buoys, and weighing 4,00 pounds, were 
moved from their places and rolied about the 
beach. Some great anchors weighing from 
4,500 to 6,00 pounds were fung about like so 
much timber. 

To add to the horrors of the situation hund- 
reds offamilies are now faceto face with 
starvation. About 7,000 negrves, driven from 
the surrounding islands to Port Royal, have 
tasted no food since Sunday and are rapidly 
becoming very desperate.

POOR RICH MEN.

Their Life Is Not All Sunshine When They 
Reckon It Up. 


From Oncea Week. 

I was chatting the other day with a rich 
young ‘‘income’’ member of the jeunesse 
doree. By income I mean one of those favored 
scions of wealthy parentage who inherits a 
sufficient income to never be compelled to 
bother about earning hisown living. Until 
within a few years there were comparatively 
few of this class in this country,though there 


isa community of such in all the European 
cities. My young friend, who isa pink of 
fashion and quite a well-educated and agree- 
able fellow, was lamenting the fact that he 
could not possibly make both ends meet at 
the end of the year on his income dt $15,000. 

I expatiated on the fact that many men 
had married and maintained families snugly 
on less than $15,000; that the amount repre- 
sented 6 per cent. on a small fortune, and 
that he must simply be recklessly extrava- 
gant who not only could not live well on it, 
but run in debt.

alone the past year had cost him 6.000, I 
could appreciate the force of his statement. 
Just think of it, how many families could be 
happy and wealthy on $15,000 per annum, 
Yet this scion of wealth is in a continual 
struggle with debt, Which is far more wear- 
ing and disagreeable any day than the strug- 
gle of honest toll for daily bread.

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CHARLES DICKENS’ WIFE. 


She Impressed at ast One Person as 
Being Her Rusbands Soc ial Superior.

My first view of Dick 
party, when he was stiniding in the midst 
of a circl e of ladies, refeving himself in very 
energetic terms of his inpressions de voyage. 
His hair was long and ght, and looked as if 
it had not recovered frim the tangle incident 
to days of sea-.sick misiry. He had brought 
with him two violet waistcoats for full dress, 
one of vivid green, the other of brilliant 
crimson; these were ferther ornamented by 
a profusion of gold waten chain. In 1841 a

After their return to England I saw several 
amusing and familiar letters written by 
Dickens to his boston friends—letters in 
which repeated and afféctionate allusions 
were madeto ‘*Kate’’—and it strack me with 
the greatest stirprise when several years 
afterward I learned that conjugal difictities 
in the Dickéns household had led to estrange- 
ment and separation.

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OCEAN TROLLEY. 


The Latest Plan to Send Great Ships 
Spinning Across the Ocean. 
From the Moston Courier. 

It is pretty well understood that the limit 
of speed in ocean steamers is about reached 
if the present models are adhered to and that 
if there is to be any gain in swiftness it must 
be by the trial ot a new form. The difficulty 
is to devise a vessel of which the structural! 
strength shall de great enough to carry the 
massive engines requisite for increased speed 
and at the same time to resist the force of the 
Ocean storms. Ifthe sea were calm there 
would be no Gifficulty in increasing the speed 


of the ‘‘oceuxn greyhounds,’’ but with the 
tremendous force of waves and storms it is 
not possible to do this with the present 
models. 

It isnot impossible that the solution of the 
probiem lies in the submarine ship, and that 
the passenger steamer of the future will go 
under water instead of across its surface. 
The advance made ia the planning and work- 
ing of submarine boats in the last ten years 
makes this seem not Wholly impossible, as it 
must have looked once; and there is no doubt 
that the freedom from the effects of gurfa 
storms would allowa swiftness which could 
hardly be arrived on the surface. It might 
also solve the question of sickness, as it 
is probable that submarine locomotion would 
be much smoother and less disturbing to the 
stomach than the present method of travei- 
ing. Allthat one can say, however, is that 
we shall see what we shall see

The Coroner’s Jury~- Exonerates 
the Policeman. 


Shooting of Patrick J. Maloney Pro- 
nounced Justiflable. 


LYONS HAD REASONABLE GROUND TO 
BELIEVE HIS LIFE WAS IN DANGER. 


A Number of Witnesses Testify That 
Maloney Hit ths Officer inthe Face and 
Then Fut His Hand £ack to His Hip 
Pocket 40 If to Draw a Weapon—Pro- 
ceedings of the Coroner’s Inquest. 


The inquest upon the remains of Patrick J. 
Maloney, who was shot and instantly Killed 
by Officer Johg Lyons at the corner of Thir- 
teenth and Pine streets yesterday morning, 
was held by Coroner Frank at 10 o’vlock this 
morning. A delegation of about a dozen 
members of the Tatiors’ Union, of which de- 
ceased was a member were present, and took a 
lively interest inthe proceedings. The mem- 
bers of the Union are firm in the bellef that 
the shooting was a cold-blooded murder and 
have retained Attorney John I. Martin to 


prosecute Lyons. 
Lyons, in citizen’s clothes and in the cus- 


tody of Sergt. Collins, occupied a seat at the 
table. He had spent the night in jalland 
looked pale and worried. 

N. Forsberg, a tailor, livingatl122 High 
street, was the first witness called. He iden- 
tified the body of the deceased and said that 
he lived in East St. Louis. The Journeyman 
Tailors’ Union, No. ll, would Dury the re- 


mains. 
FAVORABLE TO LYONS. 

Joseph Denari, a saloon-Keeperat Four- 
teenth and Pine streets, was the next wit- 
ness examined. He witnessed the shooting 
and gave testimony very favorable to the of. 
ficer. He swore that he was standing at the 
corner of Thirteenth and Pine streets at 5 
o’clock yesterday and saw three officers 
arrest a man and take him to the 


box. Maloney was standing across the 
street and cursed the officers loudly. Lyons, 
in citizen’s clothes, came up and asked da 
loney what he had to ao with the matter. 
Deceased replied with a volley ofoaths. It 
was then that Lrons threw back his coat and 
told Maloney that he was an officer. Malo- 
ney repited, I don’t cars a —— ho you 
are,’’ at the same striking Lyons a biow 
beneath the eye, which staggered the 
officer. Both then clinched and wrestled for 
a moment or two on the sidewalk. They 
broke and Maloney struck Lyons a blow on 
the body and atthe same time reached his 
hand at the back as if to drawa revolver. It 
was then that Lyons shot him. Dr. Frank 
put the witness through a severe 
cross-examination, but failed to shake his 
testimony in any respect. 
BELLE SIMONDS’ TESTIMONY. 

Belle Simonds was the next witness exam- 
ined. She witnessed the occurrence from the 
second-story window of her house at Thir- 
teenth and Pine streets, and told a story sub- 
stantially the same as that related by the 
preceding witness, except that she was too 


faraway to hear what conversation took 
place. She swore that she witnessed the 
first ght that occurred and saw Officer Wood- 
ling and another officer arrest one of the 
combatants. They took himtothe box, and 
there a fight took place between Lyons anda 
bald- headed man, whom she identified as the 
deceased. She did not seethe shot fired, Dut 
saw Maloney fall. 


CAB DRIVER SCHOLL. 

The next witness,acab driver named Lee 
Scholl, was standing but a few feet from de- 
ceased when the shot was fired. He saw the 
fight between Lyons and Maloney. Ma- 
loney called the officer vile names and 


struck himinthe face. After the clinch he 
saw deceased reach back as if to draw a re- 
volver. Lyons then shot him.

SPEARING STURGEON, 


Dan O’Connell Tells Howths Big Fish 
Are Caught on the Pacific Coast. 


From the San Francisco Chronicle. 

And now we are off the north of Union 
Slough. The tide is still ebbiag. Soon it will 
be low water and the voracious sturgeon will 
come grubding along the muddy banks for 
the incautiousclam. We lay off and on until 
the lookout reports *‘Sturgeon on the lee 
dow, and, sure enough, there he is, 
a monster, his huge back fins out of 


the water and his scoop-shovel nose 
groping along in the mud. The 
boatman downs his sail, and using a single 
oarasa paddle works up slowly and silently 
alongside the N and unconscious stur - 
eon. Roberts, Sr., has won the toss for the 
rst dart at the sturgeon. We glide over the 
olly water, Roberts in the bow with his har- 
on potsed and Roberts, Jr. tending the 
ine. Closer and closer wedraw tothe big 
fish,and now, with a quick, nervous im- 
pulse, Roberts shootsthe harpoon into the 
sturgeon’s glistening side, just back of the 
right shoulder. 

Whew! Whatafiurry. The agonized fish 
lashes the yellow water into foam before 
wheeling and shaping his course seaward. 
The line flies from thetudand the gunwale 
actually smokes, but we keep it cool with the 
batler. Whensome hundred yards are out 
wetakeaturnand have a most delightful 
ride at the expense of the sturgeon, who is 
towing us at his level best. To make assur- 
ance doubly sure and take a bond of fate we 
bold a keen knife over the line, soin case of 
untoward accident we may cut loose from our 

rey. But the work has been too much, even 

ora 180-pound sb. and as we siowly round 
in he comes feebly toward us. Before we are 
on him he is belly up. his ight over, and a 
very much exhausted fish. We anchor him 
out and go for more. Now they are so numer- 
ous that itissimply a question of picking out 
the biggest one—which, by the way, is missed 
by Roberts, Jr.—and almost flops into tne 
boat in his anxiety to get out of an unpleas- 
ant neighborhood. 

There is positively no limit to the number 
of sturgeon one may killin the sioughs. The 
sport is exciting and the sensation of fying 
throu h the water, towed by a dig sturgeon, 
is thrilling. Along the eastern shore of the 
bay any quantity of sturgeon may be taken 
with the harpoon at low water. In the wide 
slough that leads to Redwood City and in- 
deed all the inlets on the western shore are 
thickly populated with sturgeon. But see 
that the harpoon is keen and that it will de- 
tach from the shaft, which is hung to the 
harpoon line with beckets, as soon as the 
fish is struck. Also it is most important that 
the boat should be steered straight in the 
wake of the sturgeons and kept trom 
broadside pressure. Otherwise there is 
going to be trouble and a possible ducking. 
Hands off the tub when the line ts flying is 
anotkér important caution, and stand clear 
generally until the fish is killed,

When men indulge in actual deeds of 
violence and lawlessness, when they resist 
authority, defy law and endanger life and 
property, no matter what their grievances 
or their distress, they must be checked and 
disciplined by the strongarm of authority. 
The law must be vindicated and public 
order and safety preserved at any cost. 

The necessity of stern. and vigorous 
action in putting down riotous violence 
makes the careful avoidance of any occa- 
sion for it by authority and the earnest at- 
tempt on the part of communities to remove 
promoting causes, of the utmost import- 
ance. In an emergency like the present 
when great distress prevails and want 
serves as either a stimulating cause or a 
convenient pretext for violent demonstra- 
tion, extraordinary precautions and exer- 
tions are called for. 

Not only should the rights of free speech 
and public peaceful assemblage be ten- 
derly respected, but special efforts should 
be made to see that suffering does not 
drive the unemployed to desperation, and 
that no honest, law-abiding citizen be 
tempted to dishonesty and lawlessness by 
the hunger of himself or helpless depend- 
ents. Hunger knows neither law nor 
conscience. Anarchism and demagogism 
flourish on it, but languish on full 
stomachs, 

The work of the WORLD in distributing 
thousands of loaves of bread among the 
distressed of New York is worth an army of 
soldiers for law and order. It points out 
the way of humanity and wisdom in deal- 
ing with public distress. It is an example 
for Chicago to profit by in its troubles, and 
for St. Louis and all other cities to follow 
should the extradrdinary occasion arise.

The pabsage at arms between Speaker 
Crisp and ex-Speaker Reid brought out in 
very clear terms the difference between 
a House organized as a deliberative assem- 
bly under rational rules and ole in which 
all authority is lodged in the hands of the 
presiding officer, who ‘‘runs things’’ ac- 
cording to his own ideas or whims. 

The rules just adopted provide that the 
Speaker shall not entertain dilatory mo- 
tions. Thisissalutary and proper. It was 
one of the rules of the Reid Congress and 
nobody ever complained of it. But the 
right of deciding what is a dilatory mo- 
tion is not granted to the Speaker 
in the Fifty-third Congress. The 
House alone is to decide the ques- 
tion. Such a provision is eminently 
fair and thoroughly democratic. The ab- 
surd and revolutionary claim made by 
Mr. Reid in 1890 that the House 
was not a deliberative body was 
probably no more thana bit of triumphant 
nénsense, an idea which he did not seri- 
ously entertain. But it served his pur- 
pose, which was to foist upon the country 
a job lot of class legislation. 

Under the rule of the present House 
neither gag nor filibustering is possible, 
for the majority will have control in the 
last resort. Of course injustice may be 
done, for; majorities are often tyrannous, 
but this can be righted at the polls. At 
any rate we shall have no more strong 
man’’ legislation dictated by a lobby of 
plutocrats and enacted by a manufactured 
majority under the whip of an autocrat,

given out by the Chicago Herald: 

Health Commissioner Homan of St. Louis 
appearsto be gettinginto an unnecessary 
perspiration over the prospectof Chicago 
sewage contaminating the water supply of 
the sleepy city. In the first place, the drain- 
age canal is not yet completea, and at the 
present rate of progress it will not be finished 
much before the next Columbian quadri- 
centennial. Second, the use of water asa 
beverage is extremely limited in St. Louis; 
andthird, pretty nearly any fluid would be 


an improvement upon the liquid mud which 
Dr. Ho- 


man should calm himself. 


The Herald injures itself when it speaks 
of the great Missouri metropolis as ‘‘the 
sleepy city. The world knows that 
Chicago cannot keep up an exposition 
without Government aid, while the St. 
Louis Exposition is an annual and profit- 
able certainty. As to our pleasant and 
healthful river water, there is really some 
mud in it—a purifying earth that acts as a 
gentle laxative and keeps its consumers 
healthy when no sewage is permitted to 
mingle with it. Chicago is so far away 
that the people of this city do not fear 
Chicago sewage, but if the Windy City 
were half so enterprising as she professes 
to be she would readily find some better 
way of disposing of her sewage than dump- 
ing it into small rivers and poisoning the 
people of Lilinois. Perhaps she hopes for 
an appropriation from Congress some day 
to aid her in properly disposing of her 


filth.

THE BURDEN OF PROOF, 

The Select Committee of 1876 appointed 
to examine into the fall of the price of sil- 
ver by the British House of Commons re- 
ported that the first cause was the discov- 
ery of new minesof great richness, and 
placed in a subordinate category the de- 
monetization by Germany, the decreased 
demand for export to India, the substitu- 
tion of gold for silver by the Scandinavian 
Government and the suspension of coinage 
by the Latin Union. The committee put 
special emphasis upon the increased pro- 
duction and looked upon the influence of 
anti-silver legislation as of comparatively 
small importance. 

Good authorities hold this to be a radi- 
cal mistake. The new supply was, as Mr. 
Dana Horton puts it, ‘‘a factor whose 
efficiency in lowering silver existed purely 
by favor of other factors mentioned and 
which therefore should be placed in a dis- 
tinct and subordinate position, with clear 
indications of its nullity from the point 
of view of State policy.’’ 

This seems to be the reasonable view of 
the matter. Anew supply of any article 
thrown uponthe world when the market 
has been abolished and the demand can- 
celed cannot be maintained at its former 
value. Had the coinage laws of the world 
not been changed, had the mint demand 
for silver been maintained there is no good 
reason to suppose that the price of the 
metal would have been seriously or per- 
manently depresesd. Legislation, not 

ver-production, is at the bottom of the 
depreciation of silver, 

The wisdom of this policy is in question. 
It is tor the gold monometallists to prove 
first that the yellow metal exists in suffl- 
cient quanti to serve asa medium of 
exchange and a basis for a healthy credit 
system; end, that the enlarged demand

THE SARNIA SAFE. 


A Broken Shaft the Cause of Long Delay 
im Reaching Port. 


Loxpox, Sept. 1.—Allanxiety touching the 
steamship Sarnia is now relieved. she rides 
at anchor this morning at Queenstown.

New York, Sept. 1.—The Atlas line steam- 
ship Alvo sailed from this port Aug. 16 for 
West Indian ports with a dozen passengers 
and a general cargo. From the time she 
passed outside Sandy Hook until the present 
moment she has been unreported, and the 


gravest fears are felt for her safety. The 
frst port of arrival scheduled on her papers 
is Gonaives, Haytie The passage from New 
York to that port usually takes the Alvo 
from six to seven days. The course 18 di- 
rectly in the path of the late hurricanes, and 
this fact causes alarm at ber non arrival. 
The vessel’s passengers are wealthy resi- 
dents of the West Indies. So far as known 
there are no citizens of this country among 
them. They are returning home for the win- 
ter, and all of them carry many valuables in 
their luggage. The Alvo is valued at $250,000. 
She is fully insured in England, and itis be- 
lieved that her cargo is also underwritten.

THE SIMS-EDISON TORPEDG 


Remarkable Success in Europe of an 
American Invention. 


Decidedly the most important news re- 
cently received by our military and naval 
authorities in Europe is the great success of 
the French experiments with an Americas 
invention, the Sims-Edison torpedo, says a 
writer in the Boston Herald. 

The experiments extended through five 
days, and tended to show that this method 
of defense against an attacking 8 1 
superior toall others. In fact, it woul 
seem sible easily to destroy any hostile 
vessel ata distance of two and one-quarter 
miles, and there is no reason why the tor- 
pedo, which can be steered perfectly by 
means of wire, should not be operated m 
a vessel as well as from the shore. The ad- 
vantage of having a station on shore is that 
it can be established quite out of the enemy’s 
2 or knowledge. if this torpedo will do 
all that it seems to have done inthe French 
hands at Toulon, both fortifications and 
ironclads may be dispensed with in protect- 
ing a harbor or any narrow — by 
water against entrance by the ships an 
Ide detalls of these experiments are very. 
interesting. Onthefirstday the object was 
to test the accuracy with which the torpedo 
could be steered to sea, and, although the 
water was very rough, the torpedo was 
steered around three buoysin succession 
the heavy waves not affecting the steer! of 
the torpedo in the least.
